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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

L Claims 2 through 15, drawn to a process of making an inductor including 
dispersing a magnetic powder, classified in class 419, subclass 10. 

IL Claim 16, drawn to a process of making an inductor including magnetizing a 
permanent magnet, classified in class 29, subclass 419.2. 
The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions of Groups I and II are directed to related to process of making an inductor. 
The related inventions are distinct if the (1) the inventions as claimed are either not capable of 
use together or can have a materially different design, mode of operation, function, or effect; (2) 
the inventions do not overlap in scope, i.e., are mutually exclusive; and (3) the inventions as 
claimed are not obvious variants. See MPEP § 806.05(j). In the instant case, the inventions as 
claimed, have completely different and materially distinct manufactxiring effects. 

Group I requires the manufacturing effect of dispersing a magnetic powder in a resin, 
which is not required in Group IL 

Group II requires the manufacturing effect of magnetizing the permanent magnet in a 
magnetizing magnetic field, which is not required in Group I. 

Thus, each Group is mutually exclusive fi-om the other. Furthermore, the inventions as 
claimed do not encompass overlapping subject matter and there is nothing of record to show 
them to be obvious variants. 
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3. Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given above and 
there would be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction is not required because the 
inventions have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their different classification, 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

4. Claim 1 link(s) the inventions of Groups I and 11. The restriction requirement between 
the linked inventions is subject to the nonallowance of the linking claim(s), claim 1 . Upon the 
indication of allowability of the linking claim(s), the restriction requirement as to the linked 
inventions shall be withdrawn and any claim(s) depending from or otherwise requiring all the 
limitations of the allowable linking claim(s) will be rejoined and fully examined for patentability 
in accordance with 37 CFR 1.104 Claims that require all the limitations of an allowable 
linking claim will be entered as a matter of right if the amendment is presented prior to final 
rejection or allowance, whichever is earlier. Amendments submitted after final rejection are 
governed by 37 CFR 1.116; amendments submitted after allowance are govemed by 37 CFR 
1.312. 

Applicant(s) are advised that if any claim presented in a continuation or divisional 
application is anticipated by, or includes all the limitations of, the allowable linking claim, such 
claim may be subject to provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory double patenting rejections 
over the claims of the instant application.

Species A requires coating the gap with a viscous material and heat curing;

Species C requires a rare-earth magnet powder having an intrinsic coercive core and an 
average particle diameter; 

Species D requires coating a metal on the magnetic powder; 

Species E requires a content of resin on a volume ratio basis and a resistivity of the 
complex of resin and magnetic powder; 

Species F requires a composition of magnetic powder that includes Co, Fe, Cu and Zr; 

Species G requires coating the magnetic powder with an inorganic glass; 

Species H requires a surface treatment and dispersing agent of the magnetic powder; and 
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Species I requires orienting the magnetic powder in the direction of the magnetic field so 
as to have magnetic anisotropy. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally 
held to be allowable. Currently, Claim 2 is generic in the invention of Group I. 

NOTE: Claim 5 will be examined along with generic Claim 2 as there would be no 
burdensome search for Claim 5. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification of the 
species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims readable 
thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim is allowable or that 
all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive unless accompanied by an election.
